The Yukon 
district, recently opened up by tbei 
Pennsylvania railroad, is in tns east-' 
ern edge of the Pittsburg seam id 
Westmoreland county. These districts 
are closely related to the Connells- 
ville basin and their cokes compare 
favorably with Connellsville coke, so 
favorably that they command approxi-

THE NEW RIVER 
SELLING AGENCY. 


The central selling agency proposi- 


tion is not exclusive to the Connells- 
ville coke region. 
While the coke 


operators of this district have been 
trying to get together in the matter, 
it. is announced that the New rivei1 
district operators have actually ac- 
complished the feat. 


The New river merger will,embrace 


S4 mines having 
a coal 
output of 


5,000,000 tons annually. The coke out- 
put is not mentioned in the merger, 
but it is insignicant. The region con- 
tains less than 2,000 ovens and its 
last recorded coke production was 
only 250.000 tons annually. The ex- 
planation is^ that while the coal makes 
indifferent coke 
it is a 
high-grade 


steam coul nearly smokeless in char- 
acter. 


The Connellsville regions, on 
the 


other hand, ship practically no' coal. 
Their business is that of making coke. 
The Connellsville and Lower Connells- 
ville districts contain upwards of 40,- 
000 coke ovens producing about 20,- 
000,000 tons of coke annually, but ap- 
proximately two thirds of this pr.'dac 
tlon is absorbed by affiliated iron iintl 
steel interests and does not enter the 
open market. 
The advocates of the 


centra! selling agency For the pooling 
of the open-market business are will 
•ing to make the start on a minimum 
tas?s of 6,000 ovens, having a capac- 
ity of 3,750,000 tons annually, or half 
the open-market production. If such a 
start is made there is not much doubt 
but that -the central selling agency 
will soon handle the product of prac- 
tically all the open-market ovens. 


What has been done in the' New 


river coal and coke region can be 
done in the CoDnellsville coke region, 
and i he sooner it is done the better 
off the Connelluville operators will be, 
and perhaps the better off the con- 
sumers of Connellsville coke will find 
themselves. 


The only person who will suffer in 


the deal will be the buccaneering 
coke broker, but. he has certainly had 
his full share of the profits of a bus- 
iness to which he has contributed no 
capital and which he-has never lost 
an opportunity to "knock." 


THE COKE BROKER 


CONVICTS HIMSELF. 


The war between the coke brokers 


and the coke producers goes merrily 
on. 
The influence of the brokers 


has been sufficient to bear the coke 
market to a heart-breaking point, but 
tbe operators are standing stoutly up 
in the hope of a better fighting con- 
dition alter the formation of then- 
own central selling agency. They are

from West Virginia, and Pennsylva- 
nia, districts apiii't from Connellsville;^ 
and, after he Imrl diverted a portion 
of the business from 
I ho Connells- 


vUle producers, enough to make theii 
supply greater than their demand, he 
gloated over the fact m the public 
prints and called the Connellsville 
operators "farmers." 


The broker wants it understood that 


he is HO fanner, and we do not imag- 
ine he is, but it ofleti happens that 


I superlatively smart people overreach 
themselves. 
The antics of the coke 


broker during the past several months 
have only sewed to confirm the coke 
producer in tbe view that his elimina- 
tion from the business is essential to 
his prosperity. 


'ACTIVE AND INACTIVE 
COAL LAND ASSESSMENTS. 


The Commissioners of Washington 


county after careful deliberation and 
much unsolicited advice have fixed 
the coal assessments of the various

Connell5Ville,b:isin is by no means of j tne productive 
and 
non-productive 


a uniform quality. It varies materially. 
and the result is that some Lower Con- 
lellsvllle district cokes are accounted 
superior to some Connellsville district 
cokes.

regions mentioned. The quality'Of our 
cokes has been accurately ascertained, 
and they are bought and sold OD their 
merits rather than on their names. As 
a general rule, however^the cokes of 
th? Connellsville district rank first, 
with, the Lower Connellsville as a 
close second, and the Upper Connells- 
ville, including the Greensburg basin, 
third; subject, however, to the qualifi- 
cations mentioned.

confiscation in an> form.

applied earnestly and relentlessly to 
the financial jugglers of Wall street 
the effects wnuld DS more beneficial 
lo t\\f> country r,s ;t whole Utan the 
.sum of all previous corporate regula- 
tions. 
Wail streer. gamblers do not 


core anything about the country. They 
hull and bear the markets with "no 
thought of the people. They .ire will- 
ing to enrich the Innocent stockhold- 
ers of the great corporations 
if 
the 


process is profitable to them, but if 
their interests demand the impoverish- 
ment of such stockholders they do not 
hesitate to commit this crime. 
The- 


policy of the Street is, 'Kveiybody for 
himself ami the Devil take the hind- 
most." 


It is true that this policy prevails 


to a great extent in all business cir- 
cles. It is one of Hie laws of trade. 
It is the spirit, of that savagery from 
which we were evolved whoso aole law 
was the survhal of the fittest.

Dr. White did not have a paper ready, 
but he went to hts files and produced 
a number of old papers, and when 
naming their subjects the other doc- 
tors requested htm to read oae on the 
subject of smallpox. 


The doctor road a paper whjch had 


been prepared hy him for the Burgeons 
of the Baltimore & Ohio rallrqad Jn 
1899. when an epidemic of smallpox 
broke on* In the county. 


The tmbject of the paper was "Thf 


Early Detection of 
Smallpox," 
the 


most important thing for the doctor to 
be early in recognizing the disease, 
or at least suspecting its presence. 
He showed that the upldomlca utsual- 
ly spread from mild cases to begin 
with that arc apt to be overlooked 
by phvsfcians, the parent being only 
slightly ill. 
These cases are then 


diagnosed as cblckon pox, impetigo, or 
Cuban itch. One taken with, the dis- 
ease la ill for about four days before 
the L-ruptlon develops, the symptoms 
being generally the same as grip, a 
headache and paiu in the back and 
high temperature 
After the eruption 


appears no careful phjfiician can mis- 
Uike the illness for 
anything 
but 


smallpox 
Jf there h> any Buaptcfon 


about the cast* ihe safest way is to 
be careful in im handling and quaran* 
tine ibft patient until certainty is 
reached.

Dr. M. A. Noon of Evcrson, 
who with Dr. Jesse Haztatt of Van- 
rWbilt, ua*> a guest of tho society, 
told of the time Vlten 15 people were 
exposed to the disease, in Everson a 
fpw y^ars ago.

but one, and ht; retused to have the 
vaccination performed. None of those 
who ueru vaccinated contracted the 
disease, lut the one who was not vac- 
cinated not only took i;:, but died from 
smallpox.
